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We again give herewith our Revised Cultural Directions 
for Growing Dahlias 


SELECTION OF GROUNDS 


The Dahlia is a flower which will succeed even under adverse 
conditions, and it is therefore easy of culture; but there are always 
points which when considered and followed will prove that you can 
grow a flower better if you give it the spot it likes. 

It is a well-established fact that in large places near the sea- 
shore, one can grow Dahlias with much easier care and receive a 
more abundant supply of blooms. It seems as if the cool moist 
nights during the latter part of August bring forth the flowers to 
their greatest point of perfection. That does not say though that 
Dahlias will not do equally well inland, for they do, but they require 
a little more care. 

Dahlias must have an open sunny position, and if possible be 
protected, particularly from the West, so that the severe winds will 
not tear down the plants and break them just when they are in 
the heights of bloom. 


SOIL 


It is an erroneous idea to believe that the Dahla is a gross: 
feeder and requires well-manured soil, for in ourexperience we have 
proven that it is just the oppo- 
site. Iit-1s-- true that. .the 
Dahha requires a_ certain 
amount of food during its 
flowering season, but we find 
that it can be better applied 
from the surface instead of 
imparting this food to the 
soil before the roots are 
planted. The greatest pos- 
sible success with Dahlhas 
can be had if they are planted 
on entirely new soil that for- 
merly has been a pasture or 
grass land. This should prop- 
erly be plowed during the fall 
previous. If this has not 
been done, it should be done 
very early in the spring. 

The sod must be entirely 
removed and a small amount 
of suitable dressing may be 
applied in with soil. The 
soil should then le fully two 
ae ied eae Ass sau fd months before the planting 
sreen plant grown from cuttings, showing Should take place. Dabllias 

will always do better in light 
sandy soil, and if the soil that you are growing in is too heavy, it 
may easily be improved by mixing in either sand or ashes with 
the soil. 

As stated before, fairly rich or over-rich soil is not good for the 
culture of Dahlias, for it will produce a very luxuriant growth of 
foliage and no flowers. | 


WHAT AND WHEN TO PLANT 


The enthusiasts of the Dahlia are so many and as we find now 
there are special Dahlia exhibits all over the country, almost in 
every town of New England, and a great many grow Dahlias simply 
for exhibition. 

For ‘his purpose they require an entirely different culture than 
those grown for garden or cutting purposes. Let us consider them 
separately. 
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DAHLIAS FOR EXHIBITION 


The best exhibition flowers are raised from green plants set out 
during the latter part of May. Greenplants are the product of a 
cutting made during the winter months from a clump of Dahlias 
which was placed in the hothouse early. These plants require 
the following treatment. No manure should be placed anywhere 
near the young plants. The plants should be set out at least four 
feet each way and a stake should be applied to the young plant to 
which it should be loosely tied. 

Cut-worms often trouble these young plants, and in order to 
prevent their destructive work we advise using ‘‘Rawson’s Death 
to Cut-worms,’’ a powder which properly applied will destroy 
every possible insect in the soil. ; 

The soil around the plants should be stirred daily, and if a dry 
spell should occur immediately after planting an ample supply of 
water must be given to the plants daily. 

The growth of these plants must be thoroughly watched. The 
only branches which must 
be allowed on this plant 
arethose emanating 
directly from the main 
stem. The other shoots 
must be immediately re- 
moved when they show. 
If the branches are so near 
each other that one hides 
the other it is advisable 
even to remove some of 
the main branches. 

The light should be 
allowed at all times to 
strike every part of the 
plant. In this way the 
plant should not have 
more than six. distinct 
branches from the main 
siemms, The . staking of 
these plants should receive 
very minute attention. If 
your plants are all grown 
in one row, we would ad- 
visé to connect each main 
stalk with a cross bar to 
the other. 

This will give you an opportunity to tie the branches of each 
plant in its natural way of growing to the cross-bar, and the wind 
will have no effect on the plant. When the buds appear, which 
usually are three in number, the two buds on either side should be 
removed and allow but one flower to be the termination of each 
individual branch. 

The consequence is that concentrating all the strength and 
fertility of the plant into one, a specimen is produced which is per- 
fection of type. 

Just as soon as the plant has reached the height of 20 inches, 
it is well to procure some thoroughly rotted stable manure and 
place same in thickness of 4 inches around the bottom of the plant 
to extend about a foot each way. 

This manure should be watered down regularly every day. 
When the buds begin to swell, it is well to remove this manure 
entirely and apply to the soil about twice a week some weak lime 
water. About three days before exhibition, to bring forth the very 
best that is in the plant, one may apply to the soil liquid Nitrate of 
Soda. The portion to be dissolved in water is one ounce to five 
aCe One quart of this liquid is sufficient for each individual 
plant.

Protection of Bloom 


About a week before the exhibition, in order to save those blooms 
which are on the plant, it is essential to protect the flowers either 
from rain or from the burning sun. 

This can be done either by spanning a small umbrella over the 
individual flower or by building a little glass house which may be 
erected on a stand and in which the flowers may extend. The 
latter is the method used in England and has proven very successful. 

The cutting of flowers for exhibition should take place late at 
night, previous to the day of exhibition. They should be put im- 
mediately in water and placed in a cool spot. In the morning 
they may be packed and taken to where they are supposed to be 
exhibited. 

The proper selection of varieties for this purpose must be borne 
in mind because ever so many varieties of Dahlias are not suitable 
for exhibition. A flower in any exhibit is judged upon its merits 
in regard to size, perfection and color and we believe that it would 
be of benefit to our friends to have what we consider the ideal 
selection for exhibition purposes.

DAHLIAS FOR GARDEN CULTURE 


The Roots of the Dahlia. We endeavor herewith to enlighten 
the public upon the different styles of roots. 

In the first place we wish to reiterate that it is absolutely wrong 
to plant an entire clump of Dahlias. All that should be planted 
at any time, is either a single tuber with a sprout attached or a set 
of tubers which only has one sprout. 


The Ideal Pot Root

If the old roots are carried over and it is the desire that they 
be planted, we would advise placing the clump either in ashes, 
moss or soil during the middle of April and have same thoroughly 
moistened; the sprouts will soon appear. Just as soon as they are 
noticeable it is well to divide the clump. The easiest way to do 
this is to make first one single division through the centre of the 
main stem and crown. Then take the separated parts and divide 
them again in the same fashion. 

Wherever a single tuber can be detached with a sprout attached, 
this should be done, and this by far makes the best plant for garden 
use. During the later years the demand for the Dahlia has increased 
to such enormous volume that it has been simply impossible to 
increase the stocks of dry roots enough to supply all, particularly 
of the choicest and newer sorts. 

The growers have therefore to resort to the quicker methods 
of multiplication; in consequence we offer a great number of pot 
roots. That these are equally good, if not better than the field 
roots, we wish to assure our friends and are willing to guarantee 
them in regard to results. 

In some instances where the introduction has been so recent 
that it is simply impossible on account of the high price to offer 
dry roots, we are compelled to offer plants. The result of plants is 
fully equal to either the field-grown tuber or the pot root, and we 
are again willing to guarantee the result. 


The time of planting should be from May 15 until July 1, the 
last ones planted often proving earlier to bloom and the best. This 
is of course due to peculiar weather conditions. 

Garden Dahlias do not require more than three feet of space 
between the plants. The roots should be laidhorizontally, three 
inches below the surface, and again we wish to advise not to place 
any manure or fertilizer into the soil during the time of planting. 

Just as soon as the sprouts appear above the surface, the ground 
around the plant should be carefully stirred and the soil between 
the plants must be cultivated. This should be done regularly. 

Plants should be treated with “Death to Cut-worms”’ immedi- 
ately as they appear above the surface to prevent the cut-worm 
from doing any harm. 

Stakes should be applied just as soon as the plants are large 
enough to be tied to the same. Certain plants have a tendency 
to branch out too freely, and it is advisable to have some of the 
branches removed so to allow the light to strike all parts of the 
plant. If the weather is unfavorable and rain is not abundant, 
it is essential that the plants be thoroughly 
watered. This should always take place 
after the sun has disappeared, and it is then 
well to spray the folage as well as the soil

There are insects that attack the Dahlias, and to destroy them 
or keep them away we offer the following remedy: 

Just as soon as the plant seems to be sufficiently established, we 
advise that twice a week, late in the evening, the plants should be 
sprayed with a very weak solution of Paris green. This not only 
destroys the insects but it keeps the plants clean and is a great 
fertilizer. 

When the plants have attained a height of 18 to 20 inches a 
layer of thoroughly rotted stable manure may be placed around 
them, and this should be thoroughly watered every day. 


Tie your plants carefully to the stakes and when the first buds 
appear pick them off, as invariably the plants are too weak to pro- 
duce perfect blossoms. Dead flowers should always be removed 
promptly so as not to waste any strength of the plant. 

We wish particularly to call attention to certain varieties of 
Dahlias which are especially suitable for effect in a garden—that 
is, which produce an enormous amouut of bloom and therefore 
create quite a color effect. 


Many Cactus Dahlias—those termed Lilliputian Cactus—are 
especially adapted for this purpose. They are Dahlas that grow 
only 20 inches high and are usually completely covered with medium 
sized but perfect blossoms. These plants do not require staking, 
and can be used with splendid effect in beds backed by shrubbery.

Our Experiments of 1909 and Their Results 


E thoroughly believe that all Dahlia growers who 

have visited Rawson’s Dahla farm during the 
season of 1909 are at least convinced that green Dahlia 
plants are by far the most satisfactory stock. One field 
of two acres was planted the same day: half of roots, half 
of green plants. The result was the green plants were 
in flower three weeks ahead of the roots; they were stronger, 
freer in blooming and resisted the drought far better than 
the ones grown from dry roots. Even at the end of the 
season any one could tell where the plants began grown from 
cuttings, and where the plants ended grown from roots. 
We therefore believe that it is in the interest of Dahlia 
growers to know these facts, and for this reason we offer 
this year both roots and plants of some of our best sorts. 

We are gladly willing to guarantee results from plants, 
and in order to introduce plants more widely we offer them 
at lower prices than roots. 

During the season of 1910 we shall extend this experi- 
ment still further by planting certain varieties half in roots 
and half in green plants, and we invite all skeptical growers 
to take notes on these experiments.

The Value of Cocoa-Nut Fibre in the Culture 
of Dahlias 


OST people find difficulty in securing stable manure 
when they want it. 

As a moisture-retaining article and one which could 
easily replace stable manure, we have found Cocoanut- 
Fibre to be invaluable. For soils which are naturally sandy 
and require additional humus we recommend that Cocoanut- 
Fibre be thoroughly mixed with it. 

Dahlias, to do well, require a certain amount of moisture 
near the surface; if the soil is light or sandy it is impossible 
to keep the surface moist without a dressing of mulch. 
There is no better mulch than Cocoanut-Fibre.

635JBOSTON YELLOW, produced by Jas. Robertson. This 
Dahlia received the award of recognition from the New 
England Dahlia Society; also won the Rawson Silver Cup 
for keeping qualities, looking freshest on the evening of 
the last day of the exhibition. As the name implies it is 
a clear yellow; the flower is extremely massive and is 
carried most erect on stout stems never less than 15 inches 
in length. It is without doubt the peer of the yellow 
Cactus Dahlias and especially adapted for florist’s use.

1875 GENERAL EDMUND RICE. (Named with permission. ) 
For a rare color there is nothing in the plant line that can 
compare favorably with this new Dahlia. In form and 
color it. resembles somewhat the Master Carl, but truly is 
a great improvement and advance over this variety.

The flowers are borne in endless profusion far 
away from the foliage and in fact to such an extent that 
they literally hide all foliage. Flowers appear early and 
remain perfect until the last. For this year we offer plants 
only at $1 each. 


3710 MISS POLLY BUSH. (Named with the permission of Miss 
Bush.) Grows dwarf, 3 feet in height and produces little 
foliage; the flower stem is carried from the joint upright 
for fully 18 inches, and is always crowned with one ex- 
tremely massive flower of a most beautiful shade, an 
illumined bright rose. Petals are very straight and finely 
rolled back. This plant flowers continuously, but on ac- 
count of its original growth not more than ten flowers are 
produced at one time.

For the benefit of those interested in this grand flower we sub- 
mit herewith a few cultural directions. 


Gladioli absolutely require a sunny situation and an open, 
phable soil. They are effective both in groups by themselves and 
if planted in clumps in a perennial border. They are also used 
with good effect planted between Roses, Iris and Peonies and in 
masses before shrubberies. For the latter purpose we wish to 
recommend special varieties as follows: 


‘“Brenchleyensis,’’ a brilliant scarlet; Augusta, a white, tinted 
pink; Mrs. Francis King, soft scarlet; May, white, flaked rose; and 
America, delicate pink. 


The soil where Gladiolus are grown should be naturally rich, and 
an additional amount of ground bone and sheep manure is very 
beneficial. 


The bulbs as a rule are planted entirely too shallow. Six inches 
is a fair depth and 8 inches is better. By planting them thus deep 
the stem as a rule is stouter and does not require staking, which 
means a great saving of labor. 


When they are planted in groups by themselves the space of 
12 inches apart is not too much, but when they are massed in front 
of shrubberies 6 inches is better. 


Weeding and cultivating is essential for the best success. 


_ In order to have successive blooming spells the plantings should 
be begun May 1 and continued once a week until July 1.
